Payment of excise taxes to the 
‘Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
over the period 1920-1925 by corpora-

'clared constitutional by the full 
| bench of the Massachusetts Supreme 
Court today, and the Commonwealth 
virtually is saved millions of dollars 
| which might be involved in reassess- 
| ment or repayment of taxes pald into 
| the treasury in that period. 

The terms of the excise tax law 
passed in 1919 seemed to imply that 
\if any part of the law be declared 
unconstitutional, the entire law is 
unconstitutional. The Supreme 
Court of the United States, hearing 
the Alpha Portland Cement Com- 
pany case in May, this year, decided 
that corporations: doing an exclu- 
i sively interstate business were not 
‘subject to excise taxes, and that 
‘much of the law of 1919 was held 
; unconstitutional. 

Sults to Recover Filed 

Immediately several corporations, 
acting on the theory that the whole 
law had thereby been rendered in- 
operative, filed suit to recover taxes 
already paid, and the suit of W. & J. 
Sloane vs. Massachusetts was heard 
as a test case. Today's decision finds 
that the company cannot recover its 
taxes, and unless the case is carried .

It must come from the 
schools if it is to come at all and it 
can come only if the pupil bé res- 
cued from oblivion and education be 
more personalized and tess stand- 
ardized, .

Press into a form after mix- 
ing well together, then cut into 
squares and roll in powdered sugar.

Cook in chicken or veal stock as 
many artichoke bottoms as there are 
persons to serve. Drain, cool, then 
chill and marinate with a French 
dressing. Leave to stand an hour on 
ice, then arrange on crisp lettuce

Mix together three tablespoonfuls 
each of vinegar, grated horse-radish 
and tomato catsup, four teaspoonfuls 
of lemon juice and a dash of tabasco 
sauce. Add the oysters, chill and 
serve in glasses. 

Honey Cream Filling for Cake 


Mix one-half cupful each of granu- 
lated sugar and clover honey with 
two tablespoonfuls of cold water, 
then boil until the syrup spins a 
fine thread, whgn a drop falls from 
the fork. Turn slowly on the stiffly 
beaten white of an egg, stirring atl 
the while, and beat until the mixture 
is cool, when it will be ready to 
spread on the warm layers of cake.

Lacking jardinicres that are 
decorative in themselves, one can 
hang under each register€% small 
tin can that may be filled 
with water each day. Be careful to 
see that the pail cuts off as little of 
the stream of hot air as possible, If 
the ledge under the register is deep 
enough, a pint or a quart fruit jar 
may be used instead of the pail.

Sprinkling Coal and Ashes 
Many people have their coal thor- 
oughly sprinkled before it is dumped 
into the bin. This is done not only 


| Uecause it lays the dust, but because 


a certain amount of moisture in the 
coal gives the gases lIiberated by 
the burning fuel more of a chance 
to throw off the maximum amount of 
heat. The fact that there is gas to 
be burried in the furnace is something 
many people seem to lose sight of. 
They are careful of gas and realize 
that it gives heat when it comes to 
them through pipes to their gas 
stoves, but they stoke their furnaces 
as if they were burning only coal, 
Another good use for water is in 
connection with the removal of the 
ashes from the furnace. For this 
purpose, it is an excellent idea to 
keep fastened to a convenient hose 
bibb in the basement, a length of 
hose that will reach to the furnace 
and that has a nozzle that may be 
adjusted to a spray if necessary. The 
ashes may then be sprinkled thor- 
oughly before they are taken from 
the ash pit. Ashes so treated can be 
removed in such a Manner as to 
effect a saving in unburned coal. 
Throw the contents of the ash pit 
lightly, and by shovelfuls, into a 
corner of the cellar. A little practice 
will reveal a way to do this so that 
the damp ashes form a heap in the 
ecrner and the unburned coal falls 
out on the floor around the bottom 
of the pile. After the ashes have been 
disposed of in this way for a’ few 
days considerable fuel will be found 
that may be put back on the fire from 
time to time. Some people use it ex- 
clusively for banking the fires at 


night. 
Outside Air 


In the case of a hot-air system, a 
great deal of fuel may be saved in 
the winter through the use of a cellar 
window in connection with the out- 
side-air intake. On bitter cold days 
the air often sweeps in through the 
intake and on up through the furnace 
into the rooms in so short a time that 
it does not have a chance to become 
heated. On the other hand, if the 
dampér in the intake is closed and 
only the air in the house used, the 


-circulation is apt to be poor and the 


air soon becomes “close” by being 
used over and over.

This allows. plenty of fresh-air to 
enter the house in such a manner as 
to insure good circulation, but instead 
of trying to heat air of below-freezing 
temperature, air is employed which 
has been warmed considerably by its 
passage through the furnace rovum 
and” by contact with the warm out- 
side walls of the furnace. 

Before retiring at night, it is a 
good plan to give the house a thor- 
ough ventilating and seé that the out- 
side intake is closed so the place reed 
not be chilled by bitter-cold air-enter- 
ing when the furnace fire is low. Also 
throw a small rug or crowd news- 
papers down in front of each door to 
bedrooms where windows are kept 
open through the night. These pre- 
cautions will make the houge much 
more comfortable in the morning be- 
fore the fire has had a chance to 
warm it.

66 O YOU spatter?” is a ques- 

tion one hears among groups 
‘| of modern craft. workers, for 
the old-fashioned’ spatter work of 
|grandmother’s day hag taken its 
place as an art contemporary with 
the hooking of rugs and weaving of 
fabrics on hand looms. 

The kind of-spatter work described 
in this article consists of the spat- 
tering of tiny drops of ink on a pa- 

per sutface which has been partly 
severed with pressed or artificial 
flowers, or designs cut out of paper. 
In a former generation the patterns 
consisted entirely of pressed bios- 
soms and ferns. Pictures of sailing 
ships cut out of magazines are today 
a new innovation in subject matter. 

Any paper with a soft surface can 
be given a decoration of spatter 
work. Coated. papers do not take so

Do 
not touch the flowers after the work 
is begun. The inking should be donc 
at one sitting to insure the flowers 
not being moved. 


Spattering 


When the pattern is all arranged, 
test out the tools on a piece of scrap 
paper before beginning the actual 
work. Hold the comb in the left 
hand, the teeth pojnting away from 
the body. Hold the tooth brush in 
the right hand, bristles down. With 
the teeth of the comb, strike at the 
bristles of the brush which have been 
dipped in ink. Tipy drops of ink will 
fly away onto the paper. Get accus- 
tomed to the handling of the 1>9le 
before commencing Wha actual work. 

Pour some of the imk Into a sauc.r, 
so that the bristles can be dipped 
into it evenly. Spatter either the top 
or the bottom of the work more 
heavily to give the work a cloudy, 
mottfed effect. Spatter the ink 


evenly and in tiny drops. If any blots 
result, don’t worry; just add some 
more of them. They sometimes im- 
prove the effect. After a litte prac- 
tice, there will be only such blots 
a; are intentional. 

When the surface is covered with 
tiny drops, let the work stand until 
the ink is dry. Then lift the flowers 
and leaves, cut the decorated paper to 
fit the surface it Is to cover, and glue 
it in place. 

If ‘a.covering for a lamp shade 
is Leing made, wind the top and bot- 
tom wires with crushed tissue paper, 
glade the ends down, ahd with 2 small 
paint brush and some of the samo 
ink used for spatterihg, paint the 
tissue covering of the wires. 


The covering of the lamp shade | 
shoulc extend half.an inch beyond | 
the top and bottom wires of the 
shide, and there should be painted 
a half-inch border of the ink alongs 
each edge.

To Clean a Tapestry-Upholstered Suite 


FTER a year or so of use the 
modern tapestry-upholstered 
suite generally becomes some- 

what soiled, often necessitating the 
making of loose covers. Such suites, 
however, may be cleaned at home 
and made to look almost like new. 
There are two very successful and 
reliable methods of doing this. Both 
methods necessitate the chairs being 
thoroughly brushed and all loose 
dirt and. dust removed. The furni- 


fire until all traces of damp have 
disappeared, 

The materials for the first method 
are merely a bottle of gasoline, a 
cup of clean water and a cloth as 
near the color of the tapestry as 
possible—not any darker. Using the 
cloth, work over the wholé of the 
tapestry with the gagoline. This will 
remove all grease and freshen the 
color. Then work all’ over with the 
Water, which will remove all sugar 
and starchy stains. Afterward look 
carefully for any spots that may 
have been overlooked. Place the 
furniture in the open air for all 
fumes to. evaporate. 

It is wise to choose a dry day for 
the cleaning, and keep away from 
the fire when working, In fact, out

Season in Warsaw 


WARSAW, Oct. 8 (Special Corre- 
spondence) — The economic crisis 
with which Poland is now struggling 
has threatened even the existence of 
so cultural an institution as the Phil- 
harmonic, The Society of the Friends 
of Symphonic Music, organized in 
1924 to give financial support, found 
it impossible to guarantee the ex- 
penses for the coming season. At 
this critical moment the orchestra 
itself came to the rescue and has de- 
cided to conduct the enterprise at its 
own risk. The business administra- 
tion remains in the hands of Mr. 


The silk merchant, }Chojnacki, and the artistic direction 


has been confided to a committee 
composed of Henry. Melcer, director 
of the Conservatoire; Peter Maszyn- 
ski, director of the choral society 
“Lutnia”; Witold Maliszewski; Ludo- 
mir RéZycki and Charles Szymanow- 
ski, the composers. Mr. Fietiberg, the 
conductor of the orchestra, is now 
touring in South America, and it has 
been decided’ to invite several con- 
ductors to take the baton in turn. 

The first concert of the season took 
place on Oct. 4 under the direction 
of Emil Miynarski, the conductor and 
director of the Opéra. The soloist 
was Paul Koéhanski, who has re- 
turned to his own country after sev- 
eral years’ sojourn in the United 
States. He was formerly a member 
of theWarsaw Philharmonic in which 
his brother, Elias Kochanski, is the 
leading cellist. 

The program comprised Beetho- 
ged 8 “Eroica,” “Boleslaus the Bold,” 

a symphonic poem by RdéZycki, and 
concertos for violin by Vivaldi and 
Szymanowski, Mr. Kochanski brought 
out the beauties of the enormously 
difficult concerto of the Polish com- 
poser, which he seems to have made 
particularly his own.

Ittner declared, “are doing all they 
can to help the Government prevent 
such diversion.”

An extract from a letter from Judge 
K. M. Landis, commissioner of base- 
ball, says that “so far as I know, the 
first official recognition and contro 
of the World series by the National 
Commission was on Feb, 16, 1905,” 
This means of course that the World 
Series began officially on that year. 

In major-league baseball there have 
been many so-called “World Series,” 
put there is and can be only one of- 
ficial World Series upon which to base 
records. In the last half of the nine- 
teenth century, the National League 
winners and the victors in the Ameri- 
can Association met for what was con- 
sidered the championship of the world 
in baseball, Later the Temple Cup 
series was inaugurated. In_1903, Pitts- 
burgh and Boston engaged in a chal- 
lenge series, the winner being declared 
the champions of the world. But the 
winners in 1903 have no more right to 
be classed in the official World Series 
records than the winners of the series 
in tormer years. 

A runner on a track team is credited 
with breaking a record only when it 
is done under the rules and regula- 
tions governing such a performance.

PITTSBURGH UNABLE 
TO ARRANGE GAMES 


Baseball Given Up as Carnegie 
Tech Abandons Schedule 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., Oct, 29 — The 
Wniversity of Pittsburgh has decided 
to abolish baseball as a varsity sport, 
formal action having just been taken 
by the University Athletic Council. 
The reason for abolishing baseball was 
that it was found impossible to ar- 
range a schedule. 

When the Pitt Stadium was con- 
structed it was decided to try to boost 
baseball, playing the games in the 
stadium, which provided an excellent 
field. As there were few teams in the 


western ‘Pennsylvania district which | 


supported baseball, communications 
were sent to every school within. a 
radius of 400 or 500 miles, asking 
them to take trips into the Pittsburgh 
district. It was impossible to get any 
of these teams on the schedule, the 


month of May being a. poor! time for | 


college teanis to gu on the road. A 
achedite was finally arranged conaist- 
ing of about 14 games, four with West 
Virginia University, four with Car- 
negie Institute of Technology, and two 
with Pennsylvania State College as 
the nucleus. The baseball situation 
was intensified when Carnegie Inati- 
tute of Technology announced ita in- 
tention of giving up baseball, This 
took four games away from the very 
menger schedule, and when the facts 
were presented to the athletic coun- 
cll, it was dechled it was, illogical to 
try and continue the sport. 

With baseball abolished, special at- 
tention will be given to the develop- 
ment of lacroase and track déring the 
spring. The Pitt Stadium provides a

fathers,” a characterization which he further 
amplifies by declaring that until these dealres 
of primitive man, such as a love of the open 
country, a natural relish for physical exercise, 
and for other simple pleasures and. pastimes, 
have been disciplined, the student qualities will 
not assert themselves, 

Sir Arthur, therefore, places In the category 
of ‘the beast” such. phases of the physical man 
as his muscles and stomach, so that, in’ his view, 
a sort of rivalry or antagdnism exists between 


body. "The beast” thus desires above all else 
the enjoyments of the physical mechanism. And 
it is opposed to the best that is in the brain. 
Hence, Sir Arthur urges that methods must be
